THE PRESIDENT’S SPEECH. 

Mayor Mosby made a brief welcoming ad- 

dress, to which the president replied as fol- 


lows: 

Mr. Mayor: Ithank youand tae people of Cine 
cinnati for whom you spcak, for this kindly wel- 
come. It would be pleasing to me to speak of the 
recollections which your remarks and this city re- 
call, but there is neither time nor opportunity for 
that. Cineinnati, however, more than any other 
city of its class in this country, seems to me to_be the 
home city. 

The tirst callers on the president after com- 
mittees had been presented were resident 
members of the Ohio Commandery of the Loyal 
Legion, of which the president is 2 member. 
He grected these companions with a kindly 
grasp for he knew they had all, like himself, 
passed through the gan ( furnace of war. 

Then followed the public, as rapidly as they 
could be marshaled. At the end of three- 
quarters of an hour, the president was driven 
to the

welcomed him. President Harrison responded 
by saying: 

I have laid upon myself the innovation of avoid- 
ing public speaking on thistrip, but I cannoi re- 
frain from saying a word in apprecia'ion of your 
kindness. I rejoice in the prosperity and develop- 
ment of your great city, and hope it will aiways be 
necity of prosperous and happy homes whether 
zich of poor. 

AT THR CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 

The president was then driven to the magni- 
ficent new building of the chamber of com - 
merce, through the doors of which a great 
mass of people poured, engulfing the members 
before they could have their special reception. 
The building was elaborately and ornanfentally 
decorated with a profusion of national fiags, 
Lowe Emerson, vice-president, delivered the 
welcoming address, and referred to the magni 
tude of the city’s trade. The president replied 
as follows: 

“Mr. President and Ladies and Gentlemen: The 
figures which your speaker has used in his address 
quite overcome me. The suggestions he raised 
bring to my mind many pleasant recollections. It 
was here at your crowded wharves and where 
floated creat palaces upon the waters, I had my 
jirst glimpse of a greatcity. To me,acountry boy, 
it wes a Wonderful sight. Some of my earlier pro- 
fessional days were spent here under the guidance 
of Bellamy Storer. Although but comparatively 
little ot my later life has heen spent m your city, 
yet 1 feel that in your welcome today you not only 
welcome me as an officer of the nation bnt es a 
neighbor. I appreciate the fact that 1 see before me 
not only representatives in business but loyal sup- 
porters of our great nation. I thauk you.”

The 
whole population of the surrounding country 
Was present each timo the train stopped en 
route. 

At Hamilton a cannon thundered forth a 
presidential salute as the train drew up. The 
president stood on the bdttom step of the rear 
platform, shaking hands right and left, hand 
oyer hand. 

At Oxford, where Dr. Scott had been a pro- 
fessor at the Miami university, and at another 
time bead of a female college, the mayor spoke 
fin behalf of the citizens of Oxford and the 
president replied in a neat speech.

At 8:45 Indianapclis was reached. Th 
president aud party were met by a committee 
from the Seventeenth Indiana regiment and a 
committee of twenty-five from the board of 
trade. A procession was formed, and the party 
entered carriages in waiting and slowly mado 
their way through streets packed with people 
to the Denison house, where the president will 
make his headquarters during his stay. At 
the Denison house the monument commission 
and committees representing the G. A. R. and 
the state of Indiana received him. Along the 
streets en route there were large crowds gath- 
ered, but not until the president reached his 
hotel was there any demonstration resembling 
an ovation. In re8ponsé to brief speeches by 
President Tanner, of the board of trade, and 
— James KR. Carnahan, the president 
Said: : 

Gentlemen of the Committee and Friends: I 
scarcely know how to couvey to you my tmpres- 
$10ns @f this cordial welcome back to Indianapol!fs, 
I cannot hope to doit. I have been deeply touched 
by this generous and courteous reception. It was 
notmy expectation when I left Indianapolis a few 
months ago, under so serious a sense of my respor- 
sibilities, that I would return again so soon to my 
home. But this orcasion was one which 
[eould not well be absent from. It 1s one that 
should enlist toa degree that nothing else can do, 
our patriotic interests and state pride. Itis true, as 
Geveral Carnahan bas said, that I took an early in- 
terestin this movement. I felf that until this monu- 
ment was built; until iis top stone was laid and 
its voice had been heard Sy the . people 
of this state. iu expressive speech, we 
had not done that for our ‘soldie® dead 
which we should, and that we had neglected those 
who died forus. [am giad, therefore, to be present 
and see this monument staried. I reverently re- 
joice with you on this oceasion, and hail the work 
which these commissioners have so wisely and 
magnificently begnn. 

At the conelusion of his remarks the presi - 
dent greeted personally many of his friends.

RUN OVER BY A TRAIN. 


The Last Sleep of a Man Who Wanted to 
Beat a Ride.

D. M. Howard, a citizen of Concord, died 
from. a very remarkable accident today. In 
compapy With a young’ man, by the name of 
Keziah Howard he came to Charlotte. When 
the time came for him and his friend to return 
home, they found their purses minus the neces- 
sary amounts, so they concluded to pick their 
chances and ‘beat’? back on the first train. 
The two walked out to the edge of town. There 
two railroads cross each other, and knowing 
that all trains were required tc stop before 
crossing, they concluded here would be their 
place to geton. At this point along Jine of 
cars were standing on the side track. Howard 
and Keziah crawled under a car to await the 
coming of the train. Soon they began to grow 
sleepy, and Howard, in order to make sure of 
being aroused when the train came along. 
placed himself on the main track, saying if he 
did fall asleep the glare from the headlight 
of ®n approaching train would wake 
lim. The two men _ slept, and when 
the train came along the engineer’s attention 
was attracted by the groans of a man under bis 
engine. Howard was extracted from beneath 
the crushing engine, terribly mangled. Ke- 
ziah being aroused came out from under tho 
ears and told thestory as related. The muti- 
lated man was carried to Concerd, and good 
medical attention summoned, but he died from 
his injuries this evening. Howard was a mem- 
her of the Concord military company, and will 
be buried with the honors of that company 
tomorrow.

SHOOTING A DEPUTY. 


Officer Sam Hughes Filled With Buckshot 
by a Moonshiner. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., August 21.—A special 
froin South Pittsburg says: A bold attempt to 
assassinate Deputy United States Marshal 
Sam Hughes took place at Whitewell, twenty 
milesup the valley from this place yesterday 
evening at six o'clock. The deputy marshal 
had arrested John Tipton for wildcatting, and 
had left him with an accompanying ofticer, 
and had gone further down the meuntain to 
arrest some of his colleagues when he suddenly 
ran upon two inen with shotguns. They told 
the ofticer to skip, and upon his refusing to do 
so, one of them, John L. Hobbs, fired at him. 
Eight of the buckshot took effect. The officer 
pailed his revolver as the would-be assassin 
ran off, but as it refused to work he could not 
shoot. He was not fatally wounded. <A day- 
book in his coat pocket saved his life. Theshot 
passed through the book and into his breast, 
just above the heart. Hobbs and the Wildcatters 
were all from Grundy county, ang were sell~ 
ing liquor on the mountain, near Whitewell. 
They have been defying the officers for some 
time and Oflicer Hughes attempted the arrest 
with the above consequences. His wounds 
were dressed this evening and he took his pris-

FAILURE OF THE WAUREGAN. 


A Large Rhode Island Cotton Company 
Suspends, — 

Provipnce, R. L., August 21.—The Waure- 
gan Cotton Goods company today decided to 
suspend payment and allow their goods to go 
to protest. The company has two mills at 
present in operation—one at Wauregan, near 
Piainfieid, Conn., capitalized at 8600,000, with 
1,400 looms, employing 1,000 hands; the other, 
the Nottingham mills, in this city, capitalized 
at $300,000, with 23,000 spindles, 556 looms, 
and employs GOOhands. Treasurer Taft is also 
secretary and treasurer of Ponemah mills, in 
Connecticut, that has a capital of $1,500,000. 
Bradstreet thinks that Taft’s connection with 
this last mill will place it in danger. The 
Wanuregan company’s liabilities are placed at 
one million. Assets, according to the com- 
ers figures, are two million. The failure 1s 

irectly due to that of Lewis Bros. The Not- 
tingham mill willalso suspend. The Thornton 
worsted mills went under today. Their 
trouble is caused by the failure of Brown, 
Steese & Clark, wool dealers, of Dedham, Mass. 
Brown, Steese & Clark todgy filed in court a 
voluntary petition in bankruptcy.

MPLE SUPPLY OF COTTON BACGING. 


Interviews With Leading Men of the State 
Farmers’ Alliance on the Supply of 
Cotton Bagging. 


Macon, Ga., August 21.—[Special.]—Tup, 
‘CONSTITUTION’s correspondent interviewed a 


number of prominent alliance men today ou 
the cotton bagginz-outlook. , 

Colonel W. J. Northen. president of the 
Georgia Agricultural society, answered freely 
in reply to the questions of your correspondent: 

“What will the Alliance do about the action 
heretofore had upon cotton bagging?’’ asked 
your correspondent. 

They have today passed resolutions fully 
indorsing the action of the April meeting in 
adopting cotton bagging. The information 
from every sub alliance is that they will use 
cotton bagging, and the farmers are deter- 
mined in this fight, they have not yielded an 
inch, nor will they.’”’ 

“Suppose they can buy jute at less price than 
cotton bagging ?"”’ 

“They will not use jute at any priee.”’ 

“Will there be enough cotton bagging made 
to cover the crop ?”’ 

“You, of course, understand we are taking 
care Of Georgia, and I cannot speak for other 
states. Indeed, I know but little on authority 
about other states. There will be enough for 
Georgia.In addition to the mills heretofore man- 
ufacturing, we now have the LaGrange mills, 
the Crown mills at Dalton and the Sibley 
milis at Augusta. Furthermore, we havé 
commended to the farmers who live near the 
mills to use a lighter cotton covering, as there 
will be little or no transportation and no retgh 
handling to deliver this cotton to the miils. 
Again, Dalton, LaGrange, West Point and 

. oe. oe ae a -**- “S .f 
Sibley miils are making lox .us an excellent 


article of heavy duck which will answer every, 


cotton bagging. Wilkes 
county has just bought ninety thousand 
yards of duck from Dalton that gives 
perfect satisfaction. Oh, yes, there will never 
be no trouble about supplying the farmers in 
Georgia.”’ : 

“Suppose Liverpool should refuse to receive 
cotton wrapped in cotton bagging ?” 

“The Liverpoo] exchange will not decline to 
receive the cotton covered with cotton bagging, 
They only decline to allow any reduction in 
tare. I donot understand that they have even 
gone 89 far as to be positive in that. Neverthe- 
Jess, we are preparing to meet such a contin- 
gency. In the first place, we are bringing to 
bear for their censideration, all the possible 
influences in our favor. The Augusta, Savan- 
nah, and New Orleans exchanges have 
already declared in favor of a reduc- 
tion. We have every reason to believe that 
New York will. Early next month, the cotton 
exchanges are invited to mect in New Orleans 
to urge the allowance of tare.’’ 

‘Suppose, finally, the Liverpool exchange 
declines to grant the reduction ?”’ 

“Well, that will not change the determina- 
tion of the farmers as to the use of cotton bag- 
ging. They are going to use cotton bagging, 
and you may put that down as asettled fact.’’ 

“Will they demand the tare?” 

‘They certainly will, It is just and right, 
and they should have it. We have means by 
which wo will get it, I think.” 

‘Will the farmers meet their obligations as 
they mature ?’”’ 

“I think they will meet every one of them 
promptly and fully. We hepe tohave the co- 
operation of every good citizen in this fight, for 
it means a deal more than the jute trust. Oh, 
yes, the farmers will come out all right on cot- 
tou bagging.’’ 

PRESIDENT LIVINGSTON TALKS. 

On the subject of cotton bagging, Colonel 
L. I’. Livingston says: 

‘“We have ascertained since we arrived in 
Macon that in addition to the orders placed 
with the Lane mills, New Orleans and West 


purpose for 


Point mills, that we can get a sufficient 


amount of bagging from the Sibley mills, the 
Dalton, the Gainesvil‘e and LaGrange mills to 
fully meet the wants of the entire cotton crop 
of Georgia, and the merchants and planters of 
Georgia whose orders have been refused at the 
Lane and West Point mills, will be accepted 
at the Sibley, Dalton, LaGrange and Gaines- 
ville mills, and I hope that orders to these last 
four mills will be placed at once, so as to obyi- 
ate any delay in the sale of cotton by those 
who are compelled te sell early. In addition 
to the large supply ofcotton bagging now on 
hand there are 650,000 yards of cotton ducking 
that can be obtained at 114 cents per yard from 
the Sibley mills for immediate delivery. The 
tare fixed on cotton in Europe is 30 pounds to 
the bale. Thedifference between the jute and 
cotton wrapping will be 13 pounds, that at 
10 cents per pound is $1.30. Thetare demand- 
ed by the farmer under this new arrangement 
is 8 pound at 10 cents, making 80 cents, that 
taken from $1.50 leaves 50 cents margin for 
the speculator who is so fortunate as to get cot- 
ton wrapped in cotton.’’ 
DR. MACUNE SAYS: 

‘‘Every day brings new evidence of the fact 

from all parts of the country, that the people 


are determined to stick to cotton bagging, even‘ 


if it delays themin marketing early cotton 
The action of Liverpool in recommending jute 
will have little or no effect, since the people 
realize that the matter of tare must be a sub- 
ject of private contract, until such time as 
the market will show more cotton received in 
cotton bagging thanin jute, when a demand 
that cotton shall be made the standard must be 
acceded by all the exchanges. ~ Until that time 
the planter will demand eight pounds premium 
on cotton wrapped in cotton. The farmers are 
resolved not to sell unless that premium 1s 
granted to them.” 
SENATOR NISBET TALKS. 

In answer to questions from THE CGNsTITU- 
TION, the Hon. R. A. Nisbet, secretary of the 
state agricultural society, said: 

“It is of course impossible to obtain cotton 
bagging enough to cover over one-half of the 
present crop—but we should and will use all 
we can secure; not only to prevent any more 
‘corners’ and squeezing on the part of the jute 
combine, but to consume more cotton, to kee 
the cost of manufacturing at home. This 
consider the most important point in this mat- 
ter. lam in favor of not only wrapping the 
whole cotton crop in cotton bagging, but every 
sack of corn, meal, flour, oats, sugar or any- 
thing eise that can be handled in sacks should 
be put in ‘cotton sacks. Let us in this way 
consume all the cotton possible and bring 
about its manufacture at home.”’ 

PRESIDENT FELIX CORPUT. 

Felix Corput, president of the exchange, 
said: 

‘The alliauce will certainly win on the cot- 
ton bagging question. They are unanimous 
and firm in their determination not to use 
jute at any cost. We have two good mediums 
through which we will fight the jute trust, 
namely, the New York and New Orleans ex- 
changes. They will stand firm by us. I have 
no fear of the result. When the tare is re- 
duced, there will be general rejoicing over 
the land. The jute people don’t know 
how firm and uhited tie f:rmers _ ate.

Another 
concern was also given an order by the alliance 
“today for 40,000 yards, and the alliance tomor- 
row will give an order for 150,000 yards more, 
thus the dreaded period in September will be 
bridged and encompassed. 

Another knotty peint arose over the fact 
that the ordinary cotton bagging would not 
do to 

COVER LO?'G STAPLE COTTON, 

which hitherto has been covered with dundee. 
Today the alliance decided to give an order for 
a special heavy cotton ducking to cover long 
staple. Theoalliance gives the assurance to the 
mercantile world that their position on cotton 
Yagging will cause no delayin the payment of 
ovligations due in October. There will be plen- 
ty of bageing, and debts to merchants will be 
metin full and ampletime. The alliance is 
Pledged to stand united, and not yse jute bag- 
gtng underany censideration, noteven if it is 
given away. 

*A resolution was passed that no alliance 
man would allow a bale of cotton to leave his 
hands without the tare was paid on the spot by 
first purchasers. The resolution claims that 
merchants have nothing,to risk by this plan as 
all the exchanges in this country have agreed 
to receive cotton in cotton bagging, and Liver- 
nool will finally accept it. The mills in Eng- 
land will yield, and all the buyers will be 
forced to do so. 

AN APPEAL FOR A DOG LAW. 

The following letter was received and read: 

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, ATLANTI, Ga., Au- 
gust 20, 1889.—Cclonel L. F. Livingston, Dear Sir: I 
send enclosed a petition tothe honorab’e assembly 
over which you preside, toask their judgmient upon 
that doglaw. It is gaining favor cvery day, and 
with the indorsemont of the state alliance it is sure 
of passage. The bill provides for a license to cost 
one dollar fora male, and two dollars for a female 
dog, to prescribe a penaity for keeping an un- 
licensed dog- All money collected upon licenses 
and for feitures to be for the benefit of the common 
schoolsin the county where collected. I have 
labored hard with my colleagues to .etarractical 
law, and I would earnestly ask your helpin having 
my efforts indorsed. Yours trulv,

The dog law was ihdorsed by the alliance, 
and THE CONSTITUTION was requested to pub-— 
lish the action. 

Mr. Barron, of Houston, who opposed the dog 
law, was dressed in cotton bagging from head 
to foot. 

The next important subject discussed was 
the uniting and consolidation of the alliance 
with the Farmers’ Wheel, Farmers’ Union and 
Union sabor organization, combining into one 
head and under one organization, one consti- 
tution and one ritual. This plan was formu- 
lated at the recent convention at Meridian, 
Miss., when the several organizations met. 
Alabama, Texas, Missouri and others have 
already agreed to the consclidation. The 
question was under discussion when the morn- 
ing session adjourned. The subject occupied 
much of the afternoon session and the night 
session. Also a vote on the consolidation will 
be had in the morning. The tone of the con- 
vention favors the consideration. Dr. Macune 
spoke on the subject very interestingly and 
imparted much valuable information. 

One of the special features of the afternoon 
session was the address by Dr. C. W Macune, 
of Washington City, president of the National 
Fafmers Alliance and Co-operative union of 
America. Dr. Macune is quite a handsome 
loeking and intelligent gentleman, and a fine 
and impressive speaker. He was reccived 
witha great deal of enthusiasm. The orator 
had no written speech, but spoke extempe- 
raneously. His remarks were greeted with 
applause. He gave a short review of the 
causes that led to the organization of the 
National Alliance and the development of the 
movement since its organization up to tho 
present time. He showed thatit had been 
the purpose to unite the farmers’ organizations 
having like objects and purposes, rather 
than to oppose them and seek to win their 
members. In pursuance of that policy it 
never fought the Grange, the Union, the 
Wheel or any other organization, but in 1857 
united with the Union and now propose to con- 
solidate with the Wheel. This consolidation 
will nearly double the present membership 
and make the entire order number over 
1,000,000 members. The meeting of this con- 
solidated body will be in St. Louis, in Decem- 
ber next, and the Farmers’ Mutual Benefit as— 
sociation, a similar organization in 
the country along the Ohio 
river, now several hundred thousand 
strong, will probably be represented by dele- 
gates authorized to unite on the same 
basis. Besides the Farmers’ alliance of 
the northwest, which is _ thoroughly 
organized in the two Dakotas, Minnesota,]|W is- 
consin, Nebraska, and other farming states of 
the northwest, will bold their annual meeting 
at the same time and place for the purpose of 
having a thorough conference as to the policy 
of uniting the alliance strength. All farmers’ 
organizations working for the same object 
have been invited tosend representatives au- 
thorized to confer on this subject. He rook 
the position that organizations should be a re- 
served force to which they could at all times 
apply for strength to resist unjust conditions 
and evil practices. The thoughtful 
observer must realize close organization 
to be a permanent and useful factor 
in arepublican form of government, and itis the 
highest evolution of material progress since it 
is calculated to be asafe, accurate and reliable 
repository of statistics and information to which 
the legislative brauch of the government may 
apply for data when deliberating bet ween class 


interests. As the individual is the unit of suf- 


frage, so class organization is destined to be 
considered the unit of class pecuniary interest. 
Viewed from this light it is essential to embrace 
all persons belonging to the class, and it occu- 
pies too high a plane to be injured by business 
reverses or disrupted by partisan strife.’’ : 

Lecturer Terrell also jmade a_ splendid 
speech. He talked to the pointon several 
subjects and always held the closest attention 
of the convention. 

W. B. McDaniel, of Decatur; A. J. Frank- 
lin, of Newton, and W. G. Whigley, of Chero- 
aa were appointed a committee on creden- 
tlais. 

Hon. J. W. Taylor, grand high priest in 
Georgia Masonry, was elected a member of the 
executive committee to fill the vacancy caused 
by the resignation of W. A. Broughton, elected 
treasurer oi the alliance and exchange. 

The following delegates were elected to 
accompany the ten delegates from 
the Georgia Agricultural society on 
the excursion to the west, tend- 
ered by the Central railroad: First congress- 
ional district. John R. Cooper, Ogeechee; 
second, Thomas F. Blackshear, Thomasville;

Conyers; sixth, Samnel_ Barron, Jones 
county ; seventh, Felix Corput, Cave Springs; 
eighth, L. H. O. Martin, Elberton; ninth, 
J. A. Cloude, Buford; tenth, M. C. Fulton, 
Thomson. 

A resolution was adopted not to sell the 
present crop for less than twelve and one- 
half cents. Congratulatory telegrams were 
received from the alliance conventions of Ala- 
bama, North Carolina and Texas. 

A resolution‘was introduced by Mr. M. I. 
Branch, of Columbia county, requesting the 
legislature to enact a law that will unmis- 
takably enforce the provisions of the con- 
stitution of the state relating to monopolies 
or coporations controlling or owning,in any 
Inanner, enterprises withinthe state so as to 
prevent competition. The -resolution does 
not refer to any particular bill, but covers all 
attempts to violate the fourth clause of the 
constitution of the state. There was a motion 
made by Mr. Meriwether, of Wilkes, to table 
the resolution, which was withdrawn upon the 
assertion of Colonel Ben Terrell that thi 
resolution meant only aJdemand toen}force thes 
constitution. The resolution was then adopted 
unanimously. 

A resolution was passed and a committee 
appointed to memorialize the United States 
government for better nrail facilities for the 
rural districts of the state. 

The convention will probably adjourn to- 
morrow night. 


TBE INTERSTATE CONGRESS, 


Last Day of the Farmers’ Convention at 
Montgomery. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., August 21.—The South- 
ern Interstate Farmers’ association closed its 
annual session here today. The subjects dis- 
cussed today were: Depression of agriculture, 
causes, aud should farmers’ organizatious be 
encouraged. 

General William Miller, of Florida, ledin 
the discussion of the latter subject, and made 
a strong tariff reform speech. 

The committee on cotton covering, Hon. W. 
J. Green, of North Carolina, chairman, sub- 
mitted the following report, which was 
adopted : 

Recognizing the fact that jute bagging, which has 
heretofore been exclusively used by the cotton 
planters as covering tor their products was duiing 
the past season most unnecessarily raised in price 
nearly one hundred per ceut by the manufacturers 
ofthat material, and recognizing likewise that such 
anlarbitrary and eruel rise in prices cou!d have teen 
made possible by what.is known as atrus',and inas- 
much as under the spur of such wrong, suitable sub- 
stitutes have since been discorered for colton cover- 
iug, your commitiee..do most earnestly 
r.commend to every cotton producer through- 
out the land the atsotute discontintiance of jute 
bagging wheneyer 4 substitute can be obtained. 
Your committce goes furth-r, and prociaim that 
this recommendation, whether vieweu as a retalia- 
toiy measure, or one simply of self-protection, ts 
equally justifisble and that they recommended like 
action ornon use, when possible, of every article 
which has beeu placed or shallebe hereafter be 
placed under a trust forthe pur ose of exciuding 
compietion and thus enabling the projectors to fix 
their own price on the same. 

Colonel L. L. Polk, of Raleigh, N. C., was 
re-elected president of the association, and 
Hon. L. A. Youmans, of South Carolina, 
elected vice-president from the states at large. 
All the vice-presidents were re-elected. G. F. 
Vandever, of Tennessee, was clected secre- 
tary. Resolutions were adopted urging tho 
importance of securing legislation for the 
advancement and protection of agricultural 
interests. 

The association adjourned to meet in Nash- 
ville next year.

JOY AT JACKSONVILLE. 


The Alliance Has Made That Citya Home 
Market. 

JACKSONVIL1Y, Fia., August 21.—-The Farm- 
ers’ Alliance exchange of Florida today took 
the first step towards making Jacksonville a 
home market for Florida-raised cotton. For 
many years Florida’s product lias been sent to 
Savaunah, Brunswick and other points, but 
Jacksonville will now handle thecrop. The 
first bale of short staple upland ever auctioned 
here was disposed of at 10 o’clock 
this morniug in front of the board of trade 
building. The bale weighed 579 pounds, 
and the cotton was of fine quailty It was 
raised by D. D. Massey, a planter of Jefferson 
county, living near Monticello. In honor of 
the occasion this bale was placed -on a two- 
horse wagon and, preceded by a band of musi- 
cians, was driven through the principal streets, 
A great crowd gathered at the board of trade 
building, where C. H. Smith, secretary of the 
board of trade, called for offers. Bids began 
at ten cents per pound, and after spirited com-- 
petition the bale was finally knocked down to 
John Furchgott & Co., of Jacksonville, at 17 
cents. It will be shipped to New York to- 
morrow. The Clyde line will take it free.

on May the 2ist, 1887, and at that time suspi- 
aion fell on Richard Lewis, but he left the 
county on the next day, and his whereabouts 
were not discowred till about May Ist the 
present year. When Sheriff Cloments, of this 
‘2ounty, was notified by the sheriff of Greene 
county that Lewis was arrested, Sheriff Clem- 
ents brought the prisoner back to Polk, and 
‘ne has remained in the county jail ever since. 
While the people have all the while been very 
indignant over the commission of this crime, 
and would doubtless have dealt out summary 
justice to the wretch who had committed it, 
yet as there was some 
DOUBTS AS TO THE IDENITY 
of Richard: Lewis, they have curBded their 
desire toavenge the wrong and allowed the 
law to take its course. The state was repre- 
sented by Solicitor General C. James and his 
law partner, A. Richardson. Fhe defendant 
was represented by Joe Gross and F. A. lving. 
The case was ably contested from the begin- 
ning.

RDICT OF GUILTY | 


Hie expressed himself 


DAN ALSTON’S TRIAL: | 
CHALGED WITH THE MURDER OF 
ALEX. WILSON. 


The Courtroom Crowded—The Evidence 
Given in Vesterday — Examination Pro- 
greesing Slowly. 

Decarur, Ga., August 21.—[Special.]—The 
case of Dan Alston, that is now being tried in 
the superior court under a charge of murder 
for killing Alex Wilson at Lithonia, in 
DeKalb county, on the night of July 
4 last, is drawing large num- 
bers of people from all parts of the country to 
witness the trial. Alston isa young man, only 
twenty-two years old, and is the youngest 


son of 

THE LATE COLONEL ROBERT A, ALSTON, 
who lost his life in the unfortunate difliculty 
between him and his friend, Captain Edward 
Cox, on the 11th of March, 1879, ingthe city of 
Atlanta. Colonel Alston at the time of his 
death was a member of the legislature from 
this county, and was probably at that time the 
mos popular man in the county, and his 
friends still love and cherish his memory, and it 
is therefore, natural that they would fecl 
deeply interested in the fate of 

HIS UNFORTUNATE SON 
who is now on trial for his life. Since the 
death of Colonel Alston, his wife, who was his 
most devoted friend and companion,has passed 
from this life,-and joined him in his home 
“over the river.” 

The sad fate of Colonel Alston’s eldest son, 
Robert W. Alston, who committed suicide in 
Washington, D. C., on October 23, 1886, in his 
28th year, is well knownto your readers. He 
was a bright, happy, intelligent young inan,and 
loved by all who knew him. The year 
before his death he was a candidate for repre- 
sentative in our county, and received a very 
flattering vote. There are 
ONLY THREE OF COLONEL ALSTON’S FAMILY 
now living. Mrs Dr. Robert Trotter who 
resides at this place, Mrs. Major Robert G. 
Batton who resides in Washington, D. C., and 
Dan Alston, whois now on trialhere. At the 
time of his difficulty he was workin. for 
Venable Bros., at Lithonia, and in 
company with several other young 
men was drinking very freely. 
One of the Scotchmen gave a party that night, 
and Alston and his friends went to it and had 
some difiiculty with parties there, and the 
lamp was turned over and the light extinguish- 
ed, and one of the men struck on the head, 
it is supposed with a beer bottle. In the court 
today, the substance of the evidence shows 
that after this affair, Alston and his party 
were 

GOING TOWARDS THEIR HOMES 
when they met Alex Wilson and 
his party coming from the depot and going to- 
wards the house where the party was being 
held. Wilson’s party was on the op- 
posite side of the street from 
where Alston and _ his friends were 
walking, and they crossed the street and 
walked up to the Alston party, and asked if 
Venable’s fireman was in the crowd, and 
Alstun said no, but his engineer was in the 
crowd. Alston had been the ecg 
and had just been employed as engineer. ‘It 
was then very dark and the witnesses could not 
tell positively what passed between them, but 
the evidence seems to have been clear that 
after a few words passed between Alston 
and Wilson, in which Wilson told Alston he 
had done adirty, cowardly trick in hitting the 
Scotchman with the bottle at the party that 
WILSON STRUCK ALSTON 
in the mouth, and that Alston 
and Wilson clinched and fell to the 
ground, and Alston fellon top, and that some 
one called for fair play, and after lying on the 
ground a few moments Alston said he 
would get up if no one would 
hurt him and _ he got up and 
walked off, but Wilson did not rise from the 
ground but lay there perfectly still untila light 
was made andit was seen he was bieeding, 
when he was taken up and carried home 
and upon examination found to have been 
STABBED IN THE HEAD, 

He died that night. A part of Wilson’s skull 
was cut out and was introduced inevidence. It 
was asmall piece of bone about one and a 
half inches square, andin the center was a 
slit where the knife blade lad entered and 
penetrated his brain. 

The examination of the witnesses progresses 
very slowly. Atthis writing only four wit- 
nesses have been examined. Dr. W. H. Bond, 
William and John Wilson, brothers of the 
deadman, and John Davidson.

THE FIRE LIMITS. 


Cordcle Establishes a Limit Within Which 
No Wooden Buildings Can Be Erected. 


CorpELE, Ga., August 21.—[Special.]— 
Nothing but brick buildings can be 
erected within one thousand feet of the center 
of Cordele. 

This restriction is made by an ordinance re- 
cently passed by the city fathers. The ordi- 
nance establishes a fire limit of one thousand

This isa day of railroad building. Every 
established line is sending out little branch 
roads to gather in the local trade. The Stato 
road can do no such thing. The framers of the 
constitution of ’'77 realize what you are called 
on to realize now—that whatever causes may 
have justified, or tended to justify, the state’s 
building and owning a railroad, those tauses 
no longer exist. That consiitution forbids the 
building of another railroad by the state, so 
that while other lines are sending out these 
little branches to gather in trade, the State 
road is unable to do this, and must remain as 
it now is—one plain, straight line of rails and 
crossties from here to Chattanooga. 

The result is that counties, a little removed 
from along the line of the road, suffer espe- 
cially ——- of the state’s owning the road. 
If the Western and Atlantic belonged to pri- 
vate citizens, a corporation, they would send 
out little branch lines. The counties, next to 
those through which the road passes, would 
each in course of time have a branch railroad 
connecting it with the Western and Atlantic. 
They never will have their branch roads as 
long as the state owns the Western and At- 
lantic, for the constitution forbids hereafter 
the building of railroads by the state. 

This branch road building, as well as the 
building of main lines, is bound to cut dewn 
the trade that would be secured the Western 
and Atlantic if it were in the hands of a corpo-

aan “Rome, Ga., August 21,—[Special.]—All 
“.. Rlome was shocked and startled this morning 
4 bythe announcement of the death of Hon. 


Advlph Brandt, of Atlanta. 

Colonel Brandt was in attendance on the 
grand lodge of Odd Fellows, of which he was 
@ prominent member. He had attended the 
session of the grand encampment yesterday 
and was present at the opening of the grand 
lodge this morning. 

He was apparently in good health, and dur- 
ing the morning chatted gaily with friends. 
About 11:15 he was speaking on a motion pend- 
ing in the grand lodge. He only uttered a 
few sentences, when he suddenly sank intoa 
chair. He was atcnce surrounded by mem- 
bers of the grand lodge. Dr. McCall was 
summoned, but when he arrived Mr. Brandt 


was dead. 
HE NEVER SPOKE 


after he sank into the chair, The grand lodge 
at once adjourned. The body remained in the 
temple all day, and was viewed by large num- 
bers of our people. 

A coroner’s jury was empanelled, and con- 


> 


gestive apoplexy was pronounced the cause of 
death. 

At 9:30 tonight the remains were escorted 
to the East Tennessee depot and sent to At- 
lanta. 

The remains were escorted to the depot 
by the grand lodge of Odd Fellows and a dele- 
gation from the Masonic lodges. The Knights 
of Pythias were also well represented. A 
committee from the grand lodge accompanied 


the remains to Atlanta. 

At 8:20 o’clock tonight the funeral proces- 
sion formed in front of Armstrong hotel, and 
thence to Masonic temple, where the casket 
containing the remains of Adolph Brandt lay 
in waiting. The Uniform Rank Knights of 
Pythias, under command of Captain T. C. 
Printup, and the two Knights of Pythias 
lodges, Mount Alto and Riverside, fell in, fol- 
lowed by beth the Masonic orders and many 
of Rome’s citizens in carriages. The casket 
was then placed in the hearse, and the proces- 
sion preceeded slowly down Broad street, 
thence down Howard street to the East 
Rome depot. Delegations from all 
fraternities represented, accompanied the re - 
- mains to Atlanta. It was the most impressive 
and largest {raternity procession ever witpessed 
here. Fully three hundred regalied footmen 


were in the procession. 

The death of Mr. Brandt created a profound 
pensation in Rome, where he had many warm 
friends, Everybody liked him, and a general 
expression of {sorrow prevails. The Odd 
Fellows’ barbecue tomorrow has been aban- 
doned on account of his death. 

ADOLPH BRANDT. 

Colonel Adolph Brandt is dead. 

There is crepe on the door of his law office; 
there is crepe on the door of his elegant home 
on Washington street, which he had just com- 
pleted and moved into. 

But there is ashadow in the hearts of the 
host of friends who loved him that the sun- 
shine of many summers will not drive away. 

He was universally beloved as a@ man, ad- 
mired as a lawyer and respected as -a gentle- 
man of irreproachable manners and rare cul- 
ture. 

People gathered in knots and groups oa _ the 
street corners and about the corridors of the 
hotels yesterday afternoon, discussing and de 

loring the sad calamity. 

‘On Monday last he officiated as one of the 
escort that followed the remains of the lameut- 

ed Arnheim to the tomb. 

- Qn yestorday he went to Rome to attend the 
session of the grand lodge of Odd Fellows, of 
which he was past a‘yrand master, and at one 
time grand representative to the sovereign 
grand lodge. 

The details of his tragic death are given in 
the dispatches from Rome. 

THE NEWS IN ATLANTA. 

Mr. Amos Baker, who was in Rome at the 
time of the sad calamity, sent a telegrain to 
Colonel W. A. Hemphill. The latter imparted 
the sad news to Colonel Weil, the law partner 
and other friends of the dead man: and the 
tidings tlew from mouth tomoutii while people 
gathered in groups discussing the unfortunate 
occurrence. 

There was but one universal expression, and 
that was of sincere regret and deep sympathy 
for the family of the distinguished voung 
lawyer. 

The details of his death were not known un- 
til the down train brought several Atlantians 
from Rome.

said thaton Tuesday evening he saw Colonel 
Brandt in Rome. The latter went fora ride 
on the street cars and ont on the dummy line 
to East Rome. He was in a cheerfal mood, 
and was the life and soul of a party with whom 
he was out for an airing. 

That night he and Mr. Baker played a game 
of pool at the Armstrong hotel. Colonel 
Brandt complained of feeling trred and retired 
early. 

Yesterday morning he met Mr. Baker, about 
half an hour before his death, and spoke to 
him pleasantly. He appered to be in excel- 
lent health and spirits, and evidently felt no 
premonition of the fate that awaited him. 

Won Colonel Weil was informed of the 
death of his partner and friend, he 
Was completely overcome with _ grief, 
He, Mr. Joseph Hirsch, Kev. Dr. 
Levi, the former pastor of the Jewish 
synagogue in Augusta, repaired to Colonel 
Brandt's residence, and as gently as possible 
broke the news to Mrs. Brandt. The grief of 
the widow from whom has been taken all there 
was in life, the agony of that little home cir- 
cle, where of all earth he was best beloved— 
around that grief and upon that agony ’tis best 
to let a curtain fall. 

Judge James A. Anderson, who was a warm 
persona! friend of Colonel Braydt, wept like a 
child as he stood by the dead form of his 
friend, and the grief of all who had known 
Adolph Brandt was deep and sincere, 

A Brilliant Career. 

Colonel Brandt was the son of Mr. Brandt, 
of Augusta, in which city he was born Decem- 
ber 30, 1847. He] received a common school 


_ education, but being an ypusually bright boy

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til there was not a youth of his age who pos- 
sessed a larger fund of general knowledge. 

_ Always an ardent southern man, he enlisted 
in the ranks when a mere stripling, and at the 
close of the war was a member of the staff of 
General A. R. Wright, having served with dis- 
tinction in the service of the confederacy. « 

He read law under Judge Gibson, was ad- 
mitted tothe bar in 1874, and soon made his 
way to the front ranks of his profession. He 
associated himself with Mr. Henry Cohen, of 
Augusta, andon more than one occasion he 
came to Atlanta to look after the interests of 
the city when bills of a local character were 
brought before the Georgia legislature. 

Finally he was elected, with Mr. C. A. 
Robbe, as a representative from Richmond 
county. 

That was in 1884, and during the fall session 
he resigned and gemoved to Atlanta, becoming 
assvciated with Colonel Samuel Weil, one of 
the ablest Hebrew attorneys in the south. 

Since that time he has been a prominent 
. figure in state and local politics, and bas oecu- 
pied an enviable position among the finest 
legal lights of the state, 

At the time of his death he and Colonel 
Weil were the attorneys for the Capital City 
bank, Capital City Loan and Improvement 
company, Empire Loan ana Building associa 
tion, Germania Loan and Banking company, 
Fulton Cotton Spinning and the Atlanta Paper 
company. 

Colonel Brandt married Miss Rosa Levy in 
1876. One little boy blessed their union, but 
he died while quite young, and the heart- 
broken wife is left alone in her widowhood. 

Colonel Brandt was not only a distinguished 
member of the Independent Order of Odd Fel- 
lows, but was grand chancellor of the Knights 
of Pythias of Georgia,and representative to the 
supeme lodge of tke world. He was a member 
of the Confederate Veterans’ association and 
the Georgiu Bar association. 

Colone) Brandt carried in the neighborhood 
of $20,000 insurance, and was identified with a 
great many Atlanta enterprises. 

When the benevolent project of the Hebrew 
Orphans’ home was set on foot, Colonel Brandt 
was one of the foremost men in the move- 
ment, and until the conception Was success- 
fully carried cut he was one of the hardest 
workers in the cause. : 

No man was more universally beloved than 
Courteous in his 
conduct, high-toned and chivalrous in his 
bearing, polished in conversation and of hand- 
some and manly physique, he was a man that 
would command the respect and merit the 
love of his fellows in any walk of life. 

The Funeral. 

After the inquest the body was embalmed 
and sent to Atlanta, where it arrived at 12:30 
last night by the East Tennesse road.

DOLPH BRANDT IS DEAD. 
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WRAGIC ENDING OF A PROMINENT, 


THE PROCEEDINGS OF THE CITY 
COURT YESTERDAY. 


A Negro Boy Acquitted of Stealing, But 
Warned Not to Appear in Court Again 
as a Defendant. 


Judge Van Epps keeps a mental inventory 
of all defendants who escape what he thinks their 
just dues, through a technicality of the law or 
otherwise. 

He had such a care before him yesterday. 

Joe Willis, a negro boy, was tried for Jarceny from 
the persov. He was charged with stealing a silver 
dollar from another negro. 

Quite a gooa deal of testimony was introduced, 
the bulk of it tending to convict the prisoner, but 
he was found not guilty in spite of it. 

When Judge Van Epps made bis charge to the 
jury, it plainly indicated that Willis was to be con- 
victed. He was somewhat surprised, therefore,- 
when the jury, after being out some little time, filed 
in and presenied a verdict of not guilty. 

The verdict had hardly been read before the 
eee boy grabbed his hat and made a break for 


y. ‘ 

‘Bring the prisoner back!” exclaimed the judge. 
and a deputy who was standing at the door collar 
the would-be innocent and brought him back before 
the court. 

“Young man,” said Judge Van Epps to the boy, 
who bung his head and bliuked his eyes as though 
he had been caught robbing a hen roost, “through 
some sort of a doubt the jury has acquitted 
you. But I fail to understand upon 
what reasonable ground your acquiltal is based. 
You must understand that though you have gotten 
off this time you may not be so lucky again. I shall 
remember you, and if you are ever brought before 
this court again the court willsee to it that youget 
your deserts. You should not have taken the mans 
dollar in the way in which you d.d. 

“I would liketo hear from the foreman of that 
jury,” continued the judge. ‘I would like to know 
if my charge was misconstrued or*misunderstood. 
What was the point, Mr. Foreman?”’ 

Captain J.M. Ponder was foreman of the jury tha: 
returned the unsatisfactory verdict. 

“In rendering our verdict,” said he, rising, ‘one 
point we hadin mind was that such trivial cases 
should be allowed to come into this court. There 
are entirely too many of them, worrying the court 
and taking up the time of the jurors." 

Captain Ponder then explained the ground on 
which the verdict had been found, and Willis again 
took his way toward the door, This time he was 
allowed to go. 

Judge Van Epps appeared to be satisfied with Mr. 
Ponder’s statement, but If Joe Willis ever gets 
into the city court again, and is convicted, he 
will, in all probability, get a few exira days or 
dollars to his sentence.

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THE STATE'S MONEY. 


Judge Harrell Writes From the Ways and 
Means Standpoint. 

The following card from Judge D. B. Har- 
rell, chairman of the house ways and means com- 
mittee, is brought out by an article publisbed in 
yesterday’s ConsTITUTION: 

JUDGE HARRELL’S CARD. 

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, August 2Ist, 1889.— 
Editors Constitunon: In your issue of today there 
appears an interview with State Treasurer Harde- 
man and Captain Gordon, chairman of the commits 
tee on appropriations, in which the following state- 
ments occur: 

Treasurer Hardeman is reported thus. ‘Then, to 
Legin with, the tax rate was fixed so that the ex- 
penditures for the year should be $13,000 more than 
the amount set aside to meet the regular provided- 
for expenses. 

“This was, in other words, an intentional provis« 
ion that there should be a deficit of $13,000 at the 
end of the year, even if every expenditure had been 
foreseen and correctly calculated.” 

Captain Gordon is reported assaying: ‘In the 
first place there was an intended deficit of $13,000.” 

These statements are entirely incorrect {and 
at variance with the facts so far as regards the coms 
mittee on ways.and means, whose duty it was and 
who did make the estimates in preparing the tax 
bill. The estimate was made upon a taxable prop- 
erty of three hundred and sixty million doilars, and 
the per cent put upon that amouht raised enough 
to come within $13,000 of the expenditures, It was 
also estimated that the increase in taxable property 
the present year would cover that $13,000. That 
the committee was correct is shown by the fact that 
the increase of taxab!e property this year not only 
covered the $13,(00, but raised about $40,000 more, 
Unfortnnately, the fax from this increased amount 
was, as Captain Gordon states, ‘‘on the last day of 
the session’ diverted by a conference committee 
(in which Captain Gordon represented 
the house) to the common schools, and thus 
caused this deficit. It was not the act of the ways 
and means committee, but was contrary to their 
judgment at the time it was done.

NEW YORK, August 21.—The stock market to- 
day was somewhat animated, but the improvement 
was confined to less than half a dozen stocks, and 
those were effected by special causes.

It, which is a subject of gratalation 
stockholders of thé road and of the 
.Improvement company, came about in 


For some time the stocklolders have been 
trying to get at the head of the road a man’ 
who understands railroad management, and 
theelection of Mr. Gabbett is the resalt of 


their efforts. 

The directors, after the election of officers, 
discussed the future of the road and decided to 
issue six hundred thousand doljars of six per 
cent bonds to take tip all outstanding liabili- 
ties and leave the road free of embarrassment. 
Messrs. R. F. Maddox, H. C. Harris, James 
R. Wylie, E. P. Howelland L. J. Hill were 
appointed a committee to arrange for placing 
the bonds, and it is settled that there will be 
no difliculty in selling six per cent 
bonds at _ par. This will be a 
little less than £6,000 a mile, and 
with the- efficient management which is 
guaranteed by the acceptance of the manage 
ment by Mr. Gabbett the bonds will find plenty 
of takers at their face value. 

The stockholders of the Georgia Improve- 
ment rar ae d by this arraugement will get 
every dollar they put into the road, and will 
accomplish the object they had in view from 
the first, which was fo give Atlanta under her 
own control, an outlet to the south. 

lt is only necessary for the stockholders tobe 
patient until Mr. Gabbett can get the road in 
condition to earn expenses and pay besides 
about $36,000 a year interest on the bonds. 

On August 16th the directors of the Atlanta 
and Florida railroad met and elected Colonel 
R. F. Maddox, president. 

He did not decline or accept, but said he 
would wait to see if he could not do something 
towards improving the condition of the road in 
some way. 

The road was going down every day, and 
something must be dene, or the stockholders 
would lose, not only the money they put into 
it, but would lose the main object in building 
this road, which was to bring the trade 
from Fort Valley to Atlanta. e further 
stated that he was no railroad man and did not 
want to take charge of it, and would notdo 
so except to meet the views of the directors, 
and with the hope that he would benefit the 
stockholders and the people of Atlaz:ta gener- 
ally, as well as the people along the line. He 
then went to work tosee if he could not get 
some one who would take charge of it. He 
met Mr. Gabbett a few days ago at Salt 
Springs, and asked if he would not take charge 

of it, as he was living in Atlanta. Mr. Gabbett 
replied that if his directors were willing he 
might spare sufficient time from his regular 
duties to give some attention toit. The At- 
lanta and West Point directors did 
not object, and yesterday the  stock- 
holders of the Atlanta and Florida road met 
and confirmed the election of Colonel Maddox 
as president, Mr. Gabbettas vice-president and 
general manager, and Mr. E. W. Marsh as sec- 
ond vice-president. 

Mr. Gabbett wil go on duty today, and will 
leave this evening fora trip over the road for 
the purpose of examining it. 

“It is proper that I should state,’’ said Col- 
onel Maddox, ‘‘that this no scoop. The West 
Point Terminal had no more to do with this 
matter than the Chicago scoop or any other 
SCOOP. 

“Tt was accidental, for it never occurred to 
me until 1 was at Salt Spriggs; it is more ot a 
personal matter on my part, and a business 
matter on the part of Colonel Gabbett than 
anything else. No other road has anything to 
do with it, and none will have anything to do 
with it. 

‘Tam confident now that the road is in the 
hands, forthe first time, of a man who will 
very scon determine its earning capacity for 
the stockholders. The read ought to bring 
into Atlanta, and will no doubt, twenty thou- 
sand bales of cotton this winter, if it is prop- 
erly managed, and that is one of the main rea- 
sons why I tried to secure the services of Mr. 
Gabbett. 

‘The committee for the arranging for the 
issuing of new bonds to take up the old ones 
will go to work at once, and the road will be 
put ina good financial condition. 

“Colonel Gabbett was mad6 a present of 


‘$100 worth of stock in the Atlanta and Fliorida 


railroad, as this was necessary in order to qual- 
ify him asadirector, andI am sorry to say 
that the stock is not worth par.”’ 

This is a happy termination of a long effort 
by she Atlanta business men, and it has no 
more connection with the West Point Termi- 
nal than with arailway to the moon.

COL. WILLIAMSON. REPLIES 


Fo the. Card of General Alexander Which 


Appeared Yesterday. 

ATLANTA. August 2L—Edltors Constitution: Gen- 
eral E. P. Alcxander writes another card which is 
‘published in your issuc of this morning, wherein, 
aiter sleeping over the matter. he attempts to reply 
to my communication printed in THz ConstiTUuTION 
of 17th instant. 

Generai Alexander’s fast card is remarkable tor 
two things—its self-complacency and facetiousuess. 

Without iacts or argument to sustain his position, 
he assumes conclusions fuvorable to his own views. 
This, I infer, results from his inordinaie propensity 
to write upon the sligbtest provocation. If I mis- 
take not, he has written several essays and mcno- 
gtaphs that were quite satisfactory to himself. He 
Writcs well—handles his points skillfully—and it is 
ouly because the truth ison my side in this discus- 
sion that he has not goiten the best of me im it. 

Perhaps he really thinks he has successfully 
made the worse appear the better reason in our 
controversy, bit there are several people in this 
great state “of Georgia who think otherwise. 

If your readers will carefully examine General 
Alexander's statement published in Tus Constr TU~ 
TION of the 10th inst., my answer thereto, printed in 
your issue of tne 15th, General A.’s card in your 
- tr of the 16th and my reply in your issue of the 

, they will eee that he got into a predicament 
from which his ecard in THE CONSTITUTION of this 
morning does not begin to extricate him 

By reading the correspondence above indicated, 
any intelligent and unprejudiced person wil clearly 
see that General Alexander's purpose was to impair 
the force of my argument before the railroad com- 
mittee of the house of representatives on the prin- 
ciples involved inthe pending legislation directed 
against the combination of competing railroad lines 


in Georgia, by intimating that my object in advo- 


cating seh legislation is todrive the Ceutral rail- 

road to purchase my road at an exhorbitant valua- 
tion and thus secure my silence on this question. 

While of course he could not state that such is my 
purpose now, yet he desired that inference drawn 
because of an alleged offer of sale by me on a prior 
occasion. 

The testimony produced by General Alexander 
shows that there never was any offer of sale by me; 
that if thers was any arrangement proposed be- 
tween my road acd hisit was merely a memoran. 
dum amounting to a traffic agreement; and that 
this memorandum was aoe in March 1887—nearl¥ 
two and one~hal{ years ag 

In his card pu lished ~ in today’s CONSTITUTION, 
Genera! Alexander says he cheertully admits tbat, 
to his knowledge, I have personally made no prop- 
osition in regard to my road, for over two years. 

This admission amounts toa confession of judg- 
ment by General Aw—-, and practically withdraws 
the collatral issue beiween us. It is just what I 
have said all along, viz.: That pricr to August, 
1887, 1 triedto get aid in building my road from 
every source; that since that date (and the forma- 
tion of the Rome and Carrollton Construction com- 

ny) I have not asked aid fom anyone, and have 

ad no nceassity to do so. 

In regard to the alleged original memorandum or 
agreemint which General Alexandcr generously 
sends io be exhibited, (I suppose, as one of the curi~ 
osities at the great Piedmont e » me tion), I will 
say that I am searching for the duplicate to com- 
pare with his. copy. 

The alleged menorandum or agreement printed 
by General Alexauder in your issue of 16th instant, 
contains the following paragraph: 

“This agreement is signed in duplicate by the 
presidents of the respective companies, and vice- 
president of the Central Railroad and Banking 
company of Georgia.”’ etc, 

Now if General E. P. Alexander, the president of 
the Central :ailroad, did not sign the agreement, 
it did not amount to a “row of pins,’ and was not 
worth the paper ae which it was written. It is 
another case of ““Much- Ado About Nothing.” 

One fact bearing on this controversy should not 
be forgotten viz,that the control of the Central Rail. 
road and Banking company was not sold to tue 
Richmond and West Point monopoly until October 
1888—over eighteen monihs after the date of the 
memorandum alleged to have been signed by Mr. 
Hollins and myself. In negotiating with the 
Central railroad | was proposing to deal with an 
independent-system directly connecting with my 
road, and not trying to selltoa combination cons 
trolling lines competing with the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Columbus railroad. 

But the main issue between General Alexander 
and myself, and to which Lintend to hold him, is 
the difference ot opinion we re " Aa yd entertain 
as to the effect upon the prosperity of Georgia that 
will result from the gigantic railroad consolidation 
in which the West point Terminal monopoly is en- 
gazed. General Alexander thinks that a great rail- 
road trust, into which competing lines are merged, 
while lessening competition, will not prove detri 
mental to the interests of the people of Georgia. I 
believe that no greater Catastrophe cau happen to 
the prosperity of my siate.- Itis a question for the 
people to decide under the constitution of Georgia, 
aud I humbly believe that [ can forsee their ver- 
dict. 

Before concluding this communication, I must 
tell your, Mr. Editor, how much I enjosed the 
humor of the last paragraph in General AleXander’s 
ecard of this morning, I was not before aware of 
the generai’s genius a8 a humorist. Its delicious 
flavor has been growing on ine all day, and I have 
thrown aside sketches from Billi Nye with diszust. 
Te paragraph is so irresistably funny that your 
readers will pardon me for qucting it entire. 

Referring to my protest that my “road is not for 
sale, the ceneral facetiously adds: 

“Most of them are like the widow of Belgrade, 
who ‘wondered why the ravishing did not begin.’ 
But I have no disposition to interfere with its state 
ofsingle ble:sedness, and I cheerfully admit that 
he has personally made no propositions for tre coy 
maiden, to my knowledge, for over two years. But 
I warn him that in union among railroads, as 
among women and men, is found most happiness 
and prosperity; and that a community of old maids 
and bachelors would soon be ieit tar bebiud iu the 
race jor Wealth and prosperity.’’ 

Now isn’t that good? Could Dean Swift have 
done better? Comparison with modern humorists is 
simply odious.
